Twin Primary 
Law Due for 
G Change 


By LEON HATCH 


LITTLE ROCK <API-Arkansas' 


much-buffeted double primary law 
apparently is due for another kick- 
ing in the current legislature. 


Since the state 
first adopted 


twin primaries for the Democra- 
tic party nearly .10 years ago the 
law has. been repealed, reinstated, 
and modified several times. 


Another change is now proposed. 
Only two years ago. a law was 


passed to require that all candi- 
dates run at the first primary with 
any race in which no majority 
was reported initially to be settled 
at the second primary two weeks 
later. This, in effect, meant that 
any race with two or more candi- 
dates would be on the first ballots. 


Before that, those positions for 


which there were only two candi- 
dates, rather than three or more, 
were not voted on until the sec- 
ond primary.
